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Continuation of 1 1 . Does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the case is allowable 
because Kato in view of Wynn et al. does not teach the recitation of previous claim 2, which is now incorporated into claim 1. Specifically, 
Applicant states that Wynn et al. does not discuss a non-voltage condition where a switching mechanism maintains a thunderbolt resisting 
or normal condition. However, it has been held that a recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be 
employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus satisfying the claimed structural limitations Ex parte 
Masham 2 USPQ2d 1647 (1987). Wynn et al. teaches that a latching relay requires an input signal, which can be removed since the 
contacts can remain in their latched position. Therefore, even in a non-voltage state (i.e. the input signal would be removed), the latches 
would remain in their latched position and thus maintain the normal or thunderbolt resisting condition. The ammended claim 1 would be 
rejected in view of 103(a) in the same matter that claim 2 was rejected. 
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
